G ,S.R. 479. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution the President hereby makes 
the following rules regulating tho method of recruitment to the post of Record Keeper (Clerical) in the Survey of India, under the Depart- 
ment of Science and Tchnology, namely :-— 

1. Short title and commencement : — (1) Those Rules may be called the Survey of India Record Keeper (Clerical) Recruitment 
Rules, 1981. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number of post, classification and scale of pay The number of the said post, its classification and the scale of pay attaohed 
thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule annexed to these rules. 

3. Method of recruitment, age limit and other qualifications etc : — The method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications and other 
matters relating to the said post shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of the said Schedule. 

4. Disqualification : No person— 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage with a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into, or contracted a marriage with any person, 
shall be eligible for appointment to the said post : 
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Ewvkted .that thfcXtontral Cpwrument may, if .satisfied* that.such marriage is permissible under I he personal law applicable to such 
Person and. the, other party to the marriage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt arty person from the operation of this rule. 


5. Power to relax : —Where the Central Government is of the opinion ahat it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may by order .for 
reasons to be "recorded in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with respect to any class or category of persons,- 


6. Savings Nothing in these rules shall aifoct reservations relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be provided 
for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special categories of persons in accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
Government from time to time in this regard.

G.S.R. 482. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
proviso to article 309 of the Constitution and in supersession 
of the Central Water and Power ( Water Wing) Head Drafts- 
man Recruitment Rules, 1969, except as respects things done 
or omitted to be done before such supersession, the President 
hereby makes the following rules regulating the method of

4. Disqualifications. — No person, — 

(a) who has entered into or contrac.ed a marriage with 

a person a spouse living or 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, shall be 
eligible for appointment to the said post : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied that 
such marriage is permissible under the personal law appli- 
cable to such person and the other pariy to the marriage and 
that there aie other grounds for so doing, exempt any person 
from the operation of this rule. 

5. Power to relax. — Where the Central Government is of the 
opinion that it is necessary or expedient so to do, it may, 
by order for reasons to be recorded in writing, and in con- 
sultation with the Union Public Service Commission, relax any 
of (he provisions of hese rules with respect to any class or 
category of persons, 

6. Saving, — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservation, 
relaxation of age-limit and o'hcr concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes and the Scheduled Tribes 
and other special categories of persons in accordance with 
the orders issued by the Central Government from time to 
time in this regard.

G.S.R, 485. — In exercise of the powers conferred by sub- 
section (.1) of section 47 of the Indian Railways Act, 1890 
(9 of 1890), the Central Government hereby makes the 
following rules, further to amend the Open Lines (Railways 
in India) General Rules, 1929, namely : — 

(1) These rules may be called the Open Lines (Railways 
in India) General (Amendment) Rules, 1981. 

1 2 ) They shall come into force on the date of their pub- 
lication in the Official Gazette. 

(3) In Part I of the Open Lines (Railways in India) Gene- 
ral Rules, 1929, for rule 166, the following Tide 
shall be substituted, namely : — 

‘‘166. Train stopped between stations — (1) When a train 
is stopped between s'ations on account of accident, failure, 
obstruction or other exceptional cause, and the Driver finds 
that his train cannot proceed, he shall apprise the Guard 
of the fact by sounding the nrcscrlocd cone of whistle or 
through other means and exchange hand danger signals with 
him. The Guard and the Driver shal' then immediately take 
the following action in the rear and the front — 

(i) On a single line section or on a section of double or 
multiple lines when temporarily worked as a single line 
section. — (a) The Guard shall either himself go back or 
Rend a competent person back to protect the train; if the 
Guard has deputed a competent person to protect the train, 
he shall go to ihe Driver for consultation; 

(b) the person going back to protect the train shall con- 
tinuously show his hand danger signal to stop any approaching 
train and in addition to his hand signal, shall take detonators 
and place them upon the line on which the stoppage has 
occurred, as follows — - 

One detonator, 400 meters from his train to be placed 
on the way out; and three detonators, 10 meters 
apart, not less than 800 meters from bis train or 
at such distance as has been fixed by special instruc- 
tions : 

Provided that on the broad gauge the first detonator shall 
be placed at 600 meters and the three detonators at 1200 
meters about 10 meters apart from the place where the tram 

has stopped; 

(c) if a person other than the Guard has gone back to 
protect the train, he shall, after taking action as per sub- 
clause (b), continue to show his hand danger signal to stop 
any approaching train, until he is recalled; 

(d) when the Guard has himself gone back to protect the 
train, be shall after taking action as in sub-clause (b). depute 
a competent person, if available, to show a hand danger signal 
to stop any approaching train until he is recalled, and shall 
himself return to his train to acertain the cause; 

(e) unless the Guard has succeeded ip getting another 
competent person to show a hand danger signal, as in sub- 
clnusc (d), he shall, after consullation wilh the Driver, ottce 
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again return to the place at which he placed three detonator*, 
showing his and danger sigoal to any approaching train and 
continue to do so until he is recalled; 

(f) when the Guard or the person deputed by him is re- 
called, ho shall leave down the three detonator, and on 
his way back pick up the intermediate detonator ; 

(g) on a section of double or multiple lines if assistance 
has been asked for, or on a single line section or during 
temporary single line working on a section of double or 
multiple lines, the Driver shall at once show a danger single 
to the front, and proceed to protect the train in front in the 
manner prescribed in clauses (b) and (f) either by going 
himself or by sending his Firman or some other competent 
person; and 

(h) should any train be seen approaching, the person going 
the person going to protect the train shall immediately place 
the detonators on the line, as fur away from the train as 
possible. 

(ii) On a double line section where trains on the two lines 
run in the opposite direction. — If it is obvious that the 
adjacent line on which the trains normally run in the opposite 
direction is obstructed, the Driver shall at once either him- 
self i proceed or send his Assistant Driver or Fireman or some 
other competent person to protect the adjacent line in front 
in the manner prescribed in clause (i) above. The Guard shal] 
scud a competent person, if available, to protect the train in 
rear, and shall himself proceed ahead immediately to assist 
and ensure protection of the adjacent line in front in the 
manner prescribed in clause, (i) above. In case it is not known 
whether the adjacent line is obstructed or not, the 
Driver shall take action to protect the adjacent line as men- 
tioned above and the Guard shall proceed towards the engine 
wa'chinc the train carefully. If the Guard finds that the 
adjacent line is obstructed, he shall proceed ahead to assist 
and ensure protection of the adjacent line as mentioned 
above. In case he finds that the adjacent line is not obstruc- 
ted, 1 he shall, after consultation with the Driver, go back 
to protect the train in the rear in the manner proscribed in 
clause (i) above, if he has not already sent another competent 
person for the purpose. 

(iii) In u multiple line section with uni-directional traffic on 

the nominated lines. — When it is obvious that an adjacent 
line on which trains normally run in Ihe opposite direction 
is obs ructed or when it is not known whether any such line 

is obstructed or not, the Driver shall at once take action to 

protect the adjacent line/lines in the manner prescribed in 
clause (ii) above. 

If it is obvious ihat an adjacent line on which the trains 
normally run in the direction of the affected train is ob- 
structed or when it is not known whether any such line is 

obstructed or not, the Guard shall immediately protect such 
adjacent line /lines in the manner prescribed in caluse (i) 
above. If it is obvious that an adjacent fine /lines on which 
trains normally run in the opposite direction is obstructed 

trains normally run in the opposite direction is obstructed' 

train is obstructed, he shall proceed ahead to assist and 
ensure protection of the adjacent line/lines on which irains 
run in the opposite direction as per clause (ii) above. If, in 
addition to the lino on which trains run in the direction of the 

affected train any other line on which trains normaly run in 


ihe opposite direction is also obstructed, the primary duty 
of the Guard shall be to protect the line on which trains 
normally run in the direction of the affected train, in the rear, 
in the manner prescribed in caluse (i) above. Only after 
taking this action shall the proceed ahead to assist and ensure 
protection of the obstructed adjacent line/lines in fron on 
which trains normally run in the opposite direction. 

<iv) On section where trains on the adjacent line /lines 
run in both the directions.— Unless it is obvious that no ad- 
jacent line is obstructed, the Driver shall protect the adjacent 
line/lines in fron and the Guard shall protect ihe adjacent 
linc/lines in the rear in the manner prescribed in clause (i) 
above. Only after taking this action shall the Guard proceed 
ahead to assist and ensure protection of the adjacent line/ 
lines, in front. 

(v) Protection of line on which Ihe affected train is stan- 
ding on section of double/multiple lines. — Only after pro- 
tecting the adjacent linc/lines in the manner prescribed in 
clauses (ii), (iii) and (iv) above, shall the action be taken 
to protect the line on which the affected train is standing 
both in front and in the rear. 

(vi) Action to locate and remove the cause of stoppage. — 
Action to locate and rectify any defect either in the engine 
or a vehicle or to remove any other obstruction which might 
have caused the stoppage shall be taken, if practicable, only 
after having assured that the train has been protected pro- 
perly in accordance with the procedure laid down above, 

(vii) Removal of protection from adjaclion lines. — If sub- 
sequen ly, the adjacent line/lines are found to be free of 
obstruction, the protection may be removed except where 
it is desired to stop an approaching train to obtain assistance. 

(2) (i) In the cas© of train without a Guard, the duties of 
the Guard, as laid down in this rule,, shall devolve on the 
Driver or on a railway servant deputed by him; 

(ii) in the event of any disability of the Driver, the duties 
devolving on the Driver, as laid down in these rules shall 
devolve on ihe Guard or on a railway servant deputed by 
him, 

(3) (i) If a train carrying passengers does not arrive within 
10 minutes or if a goods train docs not arrive within 20 
minues after allowing for its normal running time from 
the station in rear, the Station Master at the station in 
advance shall immediately advise the s'ation in rear and the 
Control of this fact. Thereafter on double or multiple lines, 
the S ation Masters at either end of the block section shall 
immediately stop all trains proceeding in to the block section 
on adjacent line or lines in either direction and warn the 
Drivers and Guards of such trains by issue of suitable caution 
orders and shall also ascertain the whereabouts and the con- 
dition of the delayed train. 

(11) The action mentioned in clause (i) shall be taken 
earlier, should be circumstances so require.
